In the death of Mayor Crawford 
Sedalia loses an official of whom 
every citizen was proud, and to 
his family the sympathy of the en­ 
tire community will be extended in 
their bereavement. 


Samuel K . Crawford was born 
near Belfast, 
Ireland, 
December 
25, 
3838, 
His 
mother ,\ 
whose 


horse was killed from under him, 
and he himself sustained a slight 
wound in the thigh. 
A fter the war, Dr. Crawford 
was 
united in 
marriage 
at 
St. 
Charles to Miss Julia E. Groom, a 
native 
of 
Buffalo, 
N. Y . , 
and 
three daughters— Mesdames Tom p­ 
kins and Gallaher, 
of 
W arsaw, 
and Mrs. Adams, of Boonville— 
were born of the union. 
In 1866 Dr. Crawford removed 
to Benton county, where he was 
elected 
to 
the 
legislature 
three 
terras, and also served as a mem­ 
ber of the board of 
health and 
school board. 
For four years he was a member 
of the republican state central com­ 
mittee, and served two years as its 
chairman. 
In 1883 he paid a visit 
to his old home in Ireland, and in 
1888 was elected a delegate from 
the Seventh congressional district 
to the national republican conven­ 
tion in Chicago. 
Dr. Crawford removed to Seda­ 
lia in July 1891, and soon built up 
a large practice. 
He was appoint­ 
ed surgeon of the Second regiment, 
N . G. M ., and served through the 
Spanish'American 
war, the 
age 
limit having been removed in order 
that he might remain with the reg­ 
iment. 
In 
April, 1900, 
Dr. Crawford 
was elected mayor of Sedalia by a 
large majority, and filled the office 
most 
acceptably, 
winning com­ 
mendation from republicans 
and 
democrats alike. 
Mayor Crawford was a member 
of the Masonic order and also of 
Gen. George R . Smith 
post 
No. 
53, G. A . R ., which organizations 
will attend the funeral in their re­ 
spective bodies.

Sunday closing advocates in K an­ 
sas City Friday received a knock­ 
out blow in a ruling handed down 
by Judge John W . Henry, of the 
circuit court. 
Judge Henry de­ 
cided that the board of police com­ 
missioners has no right to revoke a 
saloon license unless it is shown 
that the place is a disorderly house, 
within the meaning of the law. 
“ The selling of one,two or a dozen 
drinks of whisky on Sunday,” said 
Judge Henry, 
“ does not neces­ 
sarily mean that a man is running 
a disorderly house, although it is a 
gross violation of the law. 
The 
court has no mandamus power to 
review the acts of the board of 
police commissioners.” 
The point of issue was to compel 
the police commissioners to revoke 
the license of salookeepers who had 
been convicted in the police court 
for telling on Sunday against the 
orders of the mayor and the board. 


EIGHT HOUR HAYS. 


A New Ruling By the Po sto flice 
Bepa rtiuent. 


INTO EFFECT TOMORROW 


Mail Carriers to Work Only Eight 
Out of Twenty-Four—Hard 
on the Substitutes. 


Beginning tomorrow, letter car­ 
riers will not be allowed to work 
to exceed eight hours a day. 
If 
they fail to cover their routes in 
that time they will not be allowed 
to continue, but must return the 
undelivered mail to the office. 
The orders under which carriers 
are now %vorking allowed them to 
put in 48 hours a week, and if they 
were short 
one day thev could 
make it up the next so as to get in 
six days a week, or 48 hours. 
The attorney general 
has de­ 
livered a written opinion to the 
postoflice 
department 
that 
the 
spirit of the law is for an eight- 
hour day and tliat it does not in­ 
tend for a carrier to make more 
than eight hours in any one day. 
It would seem from these in^ 
structions that the attorney general 
is of the opinion that the object of 
the lawmakers was to assist the es­ 
tablishment of an eight hour day for 
all laboring people, and hence the 
government should not set the ex­ 
ample of allowing its employes to 
work overtime. 
After July ist the carrier who 
loses an hour one day loses it for­ 
ever, as he will not be allowed to 
work any extra hour longer on 
some other day. 
Under the terms of the forty- 
eight hour rule which is now in 
force, if a carrier by putting in 
overtime through the week finds 
that he has consumed his forty- 
eight hours, he immediately noti­ 
fies the postmaster and a substitute 
is put on the route. 
The new ruling, however, will 
do away with the using of substi­ 
tutes in this manner, as the instruc­ 
tions just received from the post- 
office department say : 
“ A ny authority given you for 
the employment of substitutes un­ 
der the 48-hour law, to assist the 
carriers in completing deliveries, is 
hereby withdrawn, aud after July 
ist each carrier will serve his own 
route, and where it is impossible 
for him to complete his work in 
eight hours, he will return to the 
oflice such mail as he is unable to 
deliver.” 
Under the new instructions, it 
may be necessary to curtail ^)iiieof 
the routes if it is found that the 
carriers have too much territory to 
cover in their eight hours. 
They 
must, however, keep constantly at
